Eight Years' Service In the Senat* 


Radiant In Works For Righteous- 
ness In Legislation and Reform 
Government. -. 


In 


Webster Grim was born at Revere, 


Bucks county, Aug. 11, 1866, and is a 
son of Dr. J|porge W. Grim, who was a 
prominent physician of that locality. 
He was brought up with the family 
upon the farm. In 1887 he was grad- 
uated with honors at the Keystone 
Normal school and delivered the polit- 
ical oration. He then entered upon the 
'study of the law and was admitted to 
the bar in September, 1889, and has 
practiced his profession at Doylestown 
since that time. Although his county 
(Bucks) is largely Republican, such 
is his standing among those who know 
Mm that he has twice been elected to 
the state senate by good majorities. 
He was unanimously nominated by the 
Democratic state convention of 1908 
as its candidate for superior 
court 


judge. 


Webster Grim assumed a leading 


position among the senators from th 
first. He entered upon the service a 
the opening of the session of 1903 an 
was assigned to the committee on ju 
dieiary general, to which four-fifths o 
all legislation is committed for exam 
nation. At his second session he wa 
unanimously chosen chairman of th 
Democratic joint caucus, thus becom 
ing the leader of the. minority upon tha 
floor of the senate. 


During his first 
session 
Senato 


,. ,-The session of 1907 was a strenuoui 
and significant one. The Penrose ma- 
ebine bad about recovered from the 
fri^.it oiused by the political revolu- 
tion of 1905, and was there with bills. 
Bvt the minority led by' Senator Grim 
was 'equally alert and determined. All 
sorts of graft bills were introduced, 
and the sturdy Democrats fought them 
vigorously. During that session Sena- 
tor Grim voted for the Columbus Day 
bill, for civil service in cities of the 
second class, for the taxation of ex-

corridor, against additional stenogra- 
phers in departments, against increas-

Mr. Grim has always taken a. lively 


interest in the affairs of the commu- 
nity and has probably made himself as 
useful as any person in it. For twelve 
years he was the superintendent of 
the Reformed Sunday school, during 
which time the school was completely 
reorganized, departments established 
and the graded course of instruction 
and examination introduced by him 
was perfected. Since his resignation 
he has served continuously as advis- 
ing superintendent and teacher of the 
advanced class- in the senior grade. 
He conducted the first annual Insti- 
tute in the county. He has taken active 
part in a number of Sunday school 
conventions, 
usually conducting the 


song service, until he was relieved at 
Ms own request. He is an active mem- 
ber of Salem Reformed church, Doyles- 
town; was the secretary of the build- 
ing committee of the new church and 
organ committee, and has contributed 
much to the "material success of the 
church. He has for years regularly 
presided at the organ every Sunday. 
He is a successful choir leader, as th« 
renditions from time to time attest. 


Grim procured the passage of his auto 


—mobile law. This was an entirely new 


subject for legislation, and a high c 


, der of ability was required to draw 


constitutional bill which would con 
serve the interests of the state and 
protect those of the motorists. Subse- 
quently it was attacked in the courts 
and its constitutionality was affirmed 
During that session he attacked the 
measure known as the "press muz- 
zier," making a speech against it that 
commanded the attention of the press 
of the state and compelled the bosses 
to make such amendments as mater- 
ially modified its iniquities. 
He wag 


also the foe-of all measures multiply- 
ing offices, increasing salaries, pen- 
sioning judges, appropriations of wa- 
ter rights and all other forms of job- 
bery. 


During the session of 1905 Senator 


Grim was equally alert in the Interest 
of the people. The same bills for the 
increase of the number of offices, the 
increase In the volume of salaries, the 
pensioning of judges and the creation 
of corporations to steal water powers 
and usurp utilities were brought for- 
ward, and as the leader of the minor- 
ity Senator Grim fought them with re- 
Zentless energy and vigilance. That 
was the session made famous py the 
establishment of the "House of Mirth" 
in the Boas mansion, Harrisburg, and 
under pressure of greed and graft, ini- 
quity 
was 
rampant in the capital. 


While Senator Grim and his minority 
colleagues in the senate were not able 
to stem the tide of vice they did suc- 
ceed in exposing it so as to compel 
the political revolution that followed.

Text of the Lesson, Matt, xxvi, 17-30 


Memory Verses, 26-28—Golden Text 
Luke xxii, 
19 — Commentary Pre- 


pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
This lesson, entitled "The Last Sup 


per," is recorded by Mark and Luke 
as well as by Mathew, and there is a 
long portion recorded by John only 
(chapters xlfl to xvii. Inclusive). It is 
easy to read it. How often we have 
done so, but who can understand it? 
Only by the Spirit can we in any meas 
ure grasp a little of its significance. 
May each one of us have a special 
anointing to read, to write, to medi- 
tate, to teach, and may the Spirit have 
full control of us, that Jesus Christ 
may be glorified. Luke says that He 
sent Peter and John, saying, "Go and 
prepare us the Passover, that we may 
eat." 
Then they asked Him, "Where 


wilt thou that we prepare?" To which 
He replied that they were to follow a 
man whom they would meet, in the 
city bearing a pitcher of water, and 
by him they would find the furnished 
upper room. They found as He had 
said and made ready the Passover. 
With the "Where wilt thou?" of this 
lesson I have in mind the "What wilt 
thou?" of Acts ix, 6, with Prov. iii, 5, 6, 
and its "Trust—lean not—acknowledge 
—He shall direct." We cannot learn 
the way of peace and Bos guidance 
in all things until we have learned 
that we of ourselves know nothing 
#nd can do nothing. Then see what 
simple, ordinary things He uses—a 
man, a pitcher of water and, away 
back in the story, a shepherd's rod, a 
dream many a time, a barley cake, 
the dew, a vine, a fig tree, a gourd, 
a worm, a hen and chickens, sparrows, 


Tything? If there seems to be de- 


-ay in guidance He is saying, "My 
time is not yet," but in due time He 
will say, "My time is at hand." 


When evening came He sat down 


with the twelve and spake of His great 
desire for this time, but that He would 
never again eat the Passover with 
them nor drink of the fruit of the 
vine till the kingdom of God should 
come (Luke xxii, 15-18), thus pointing 
to a future fulfillment of the Passover, 
when the deliverance of Israel from 
all nations would so far exceed the 
deliverance from Egypt that the de- 
liverance under Moses would not seem 
worth mentioning hi comparison (Jer. 
xxiii, 7. S). Then followed, still be- 
tween verses 20 and 21 of our lesson, 
the washing of their feet, with its 
great lesson of humility. .Those who 
think that He taught only literal foot 
washing should consider His words to 
Peter, "If I wash thee not thou hast 
no part with me" (John xiU, 8). He 
washed the feet of Judas as well as 
of the others, yet Judas had no part 
with Him, and He said concerning him. 
'It had been good for that man if he 
had not been born" (verse 24). If the 
wicked are to be annihilated, as some 
teach, there Is no force in this saying 
of Jesus. Some time during the feast 
Jesus indicated Judas as His betray- 
er by dipping a sop and handing it to 
turn. Satan hating then entered into 
Judas, Jesus said to him, "That thou 
doest do quickly," and he went out im- 
mediately, and it was night (John xiii, 
26-30). 
It hoc been night with him 


ever since, and there is no morning for 
him (Isa. viiL 30, R. V.). 


Tha Passover being ended and Judas 


having gone out to do his devilish 
work, our Lord took bread, blessed, 
brake and gave to the disciples and 
said, "Take, eat: this is My body." 
Then He took the cup and gave thanks 
and gave it to them, saying, "Drink ye 
all of it. for this is My blood of the 
New Testamaot. whticia is shed for 
many for the remission of sins." Then 
Ele added a word about not drinking 
it henceforth till the kingdom oomes 
[verses 2(5-20). Paul in his statement 
of this says that Jesus added both in 
reference to the bread and the wine. 
'This do in remembrance of Me," and 
ie added, "For as often as ye eat thi* 
jread and drink this cup ye do show 
the Lord's death till He come" (I Cor. 
xi. 23-20). Thosp who teac b tb.u He 
•ave them His actual body and blood 
;o eat and drink should explain how 
:his could be while He sat there among 
them. Ratb*r let us accept His own 
explanation in John vi. 47, 54, that 
:ating His flesh and drinking His blood 
is just believing in Him. for everlast- 
ing life is the result in each case, and 
there are not two ways of obtaining 
this life. What we eat we receive into 
us and assimilate it. and it becomes 
part of our body. As we eat His words, 
which are apirit and life, we eat Him- 
self, and He dwoJls in us (John vi, 63: 
Jer. xv, 16).

The history of the effort to unite the 


elements in the electorate of Pennsyl-

Meantime Chair- 
man Denralt invited the leaders of the 
Keystone Party, those of the Penn 
Party, those of, the independent Re- 
publicans and all others opposed to 
the machine to meet In consultation. 
Mr. Guthrie came from. Pittsburg, 
Judge Gordon and Mr. Cadwallader, of 
Philadelphia,. and others responded, 
but the selfish leaders of the Keystone 
movement refused to give the subject 
consideration. 


On Oct. 20-'fifteen independent Re- 


publicans and eminent citizens of 
Philadelphia addressed a letter to Mr.
